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Selectmen’s  Report. 


To  the  inhabitants  of  Dighton : — 

The  year  just  closing  has  been  an  eventful  one  in  our 
history. 

The  generous  offer  of  Andrew  Carnegie  to  furnish  funds 
to  build  a  Public  Library  building  has  been  accepted.  On  ac¬ 
count  of  the  vote  of  the  town  locating  the  building  in  the  South 
Village,  citizens  of  that  section  very  generously  contributed 
money  to  purchase  a  lot  which  they  presented  to  the  town. 
It  is  now  in  course  of  construction  and  is  expected  to  be  fin¬ 
ished  for  occupancy  about  the  first  of  next  April. 

A  friend  of  dumb  animals  has  given  a  drinking  fountain 
which  has  been  placed  at  the  foot  of  Hart  street. 

A  volunteer  fire  company  has  been  organized  by  enterpris¬ 
ing  young  men  of  the  town  who  are  doing  efficient  work,  to 
their  credit  as  well  as  protection  to  property  owners.  They 
have  the  enthusiastic  support  of  our  people. 

The  town  has  been  honored  by  having  one  of  its  citizens 
elected  to  the  State  Senate.  The  first  senator  from  this  town 
was  Dr.  William  Baylies  in  1784,  he  was  presidential  elector  in 
1788,  member  of  a  constitutional  convention  in  1800,  first 
member  of  Congress  from  this  district,  and  for  many  years 
register  of  probate.  The  next  member  of  the  Senate  was  Dr. 
William  Wood  who  served  in  1827-8-9.  Some  years  later 
Geroge  F.  Gavitt  served  one  year. 

The  Massachusetts  Highway  commission  have  built  a  sec¬ 
tion  of  much  needed  macadam  road  from  the  north  approach 
to  B.road  Cove  Bridge  to  a  point  at  the  rock  near  the  residence 
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of  Edward  D.  Perry.  They  who  have  occasion  to  use  this 
road  must  greatly  appreciate  the  removal  of  those  rocks  that 
have  been  such  an  obstruction.  The  commission  will  make 
surveys  and  carefully  investigate  the  problem  of  eliminating 
the  dangerous  condition  at  Cobbs’  corner. 

The  town  appropriated  $5,000  to  macadam,  under  the  super¬ 
vision  of  the  engineers  of  the  Highway  Commission,  School 
and  Pearl  streets  at  North  Dighton.  The  road  has  been  com¬ 
pleted,  adding  much  to  the  beauty  and  convenience  of  that 
rapidly  growing  village. 

The  Highway  Commission  have  built  19,290  feet  of  mac¬ 
adam  road  in  town  at  cost  of  $31,159.17. 

A  petition  has  been  generally  signed  by  our  legal  voters  re¬ 
questing  an  article  in  the  next  annual  town  meeting  warrant  to 
macadam  Center  street  from  Berkley  bridge  to  Williams 
street  or  a  portion  thereof.  The  cost  will  be  about  one  dollar 
and  twenty-four  cents  per  running  foot.  It  is  a  much  needed 
improvement.  We  would  suggest  on  account  of  the  scarcity 
of  good  gravel  in  the  town  it  might  be  advisable  to  contract 
with  some  one  of  the  road  builders  to  crush  large  quantities 
of  stone  at  different  points,  which  could  be  used  by  our 
Road  Commission  to  repair  and  build  macadam  roads. 

TOWN  DEBT. 

The  town  debt  last  year  was  $7,000,  decreased  by  a  payment 
this  year  to  $6,000.  Five  thousand  dollars  was  appropriated 
at  a  special  town  meeting  for  macadaming  School  and  Pearl 
streets.  Ten  notes  for  $500  each  were  issued,  the  last  paya¬ 
ble  in  1920.  The  special  commission  appointed  by  the  Supe¬ 
rior  Court  to  assess  the  special  benefit  to  cities  and  towns  on 
account  of  the  building  of  the  Brightman  Street  bridge  over 
Taunton  river  placed  Dighton’s  share  without  any  expense  for 
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maintenance  at  $1,521.15.  The  Davey  law  suit  by  vote  of  the 
town  was  settled  for  $500,  adding  $7,021.15  to  our  town  debt 
making  a  total  debt  of  $13,021.15.  Corporation  tax,  $686.61  ; 
National  Bank  tax,  $656.56;  Street  Railway  tax,  $1,398.08; 
Excess  tax,  $1,433.88. 

The  question  that  seems  to  claim  the  attention  of  our  citi¬ 
zens  at  the  present  time  is  for  street  lighting  and  water 
supply.  An  adequate  supply  of  both  of  these  essentials  to¬ 
gether  with  our  present  conveniences  would  make  our  town  a 
very  desirable  residential  section.  There  are  two  electric  light 
companies  willing  to  come  into  the  town  on  certain  conditions. 

The  Fall  River  Electric  Light  Company  will  furnish  one 
hundred  sixty  candle  power  lights  for  our  streets,  the 
contract  to  run  five  years,  at  a  cost  of  $2,500  per  year,  the 
cost  in  private  homes  to  be  at  the  same  rate  as  in  Fall  River. 
The  Taunton  Company  will  furnish  the  town  at  about  tlie 
same  rates. 

The  Taunton  Gas  Company  will  furnish  Welsbach  street 
lighting  system,  one  hundred  lights,  sixty  candle  power,  for 
about  $2,000  per  year,  for  five  years  and  in  private  homes  at 
the  same  rate  as  in  their  city. 

We  have  been  very  free  from  law  entanglements.  A  great 
many  years  have  elapsed  without  a  single  law  suit  or  the  em¬ 
ployment  of  counsel. 

The  past  few  months  there  has  been  a  change,  three  cases 
have  been  on  the  docket  and  a  School  case  is  pending. 

For  the  financial  affairs  of  the  town  reference  is  requested 
to  the  reports  of  the  Auditor  and  Treasurer.

Our  pauper  expenses  are  increasing.  Chapter  412,  of  the 
Acts  of  1910,  prevents  Town  Officials  from  printing  for 
public  distribution  the  names  of  any  person  receiving 
pauper  aid. 

The  past  year  aid  has  been  given  to  twenty-live  individ¬ 
uals  and  families.  The  yearly  support  of  an  inmate  of  the 
pauper  home,  who  has  accepted  our  commitment  is  $156; 
we  have  one  at  Taunton,  one  at  Braintree  and  one  in  a 
private  family. 

Our  expenditures  for  charity  are  $1,226.82,  which  includes 
contagious  cases. 

Our  receipts  have  been,  City  of  Taunton,  $33.00;  Town  of 
Yarmouth,  $32.00;  Commonwealth,  $67.50.  Total  receipts, 
$132.50.  net  cost,  $1,094.30.  No  tramps.

Board  of  Health. 


To  the  Inhabitants  of  Dighton : 

The  duties  of  the  Board  of  Health  are  increasing  because 
of  the  requirements  of  recent  laws. 

The  efforts  to  conquer  tuberculosis  and  other  contagious 
diseases  demand  persistent  efforts  and  a  large  outlay  of 
money. 

The  law  is  very  stringent  relative  to  the  use  of  drinking 
cups  in  public  places,  individual  cups  must  be  furnished. 
A  drinking  glass  or  cup  is  no  longer  permitted  at  the  wells. 

Fumigation  and  disinfectants  are  required  in  houses 
and  rooms  occupied  by  tuberculosis  patients.  We  hereby 
call  attention  to  the  law : 

Chapter  269,  Acts  of  1910.  A  householder  who  knows 
that  a  person  in  his  family  or  house  is  sick  of  smallpox,  diph¬ 
theria,  scarlet  fever  or  any  other  infectious  or  contagious 
disease  declared  by  the  State  Board  of  Health  to  be  dan¬ 
gerous  to  the  public  health,  shall  forthwith  give  notice  to  the 
Board  of  Health  of  the  city  or  town  in  which  he  dwells. 

Upon  the  death,  recovery  or  removal  of  such  person,  the 
householder  shall  disinfect  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Board 
such  rooms  of  his  house  and  articles  therein  as,  in  the  opin¬ 
ion  of  the  Board,  have  been  exposed  to  infection  or  con¬ 
tagion. 

Should  one  or  both  eyes  of  an  infant  become  inflamed, 
swollen  and  red  and  show  an  unnatural  discharge  at  any 
time  within  two  weeks  after  its  birth,  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  nurse,  relative  or  other  attendant  having  charge  of 
such  infant,  to  report  in  writing  within  six  hours  there- 
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after  to  the  Board  of  Health  of  the  city  or  town  in  which 
the  parents  of  the  infant  reside  the  fact  that  such  in¬ 
flammation,  swelling  and  redness  of  the  eyes  and  unnatural 
discharge  exists.  On  receipt  of  such  report,  or  of  notice  of 
the  same  symptoms  given  by  a  physician  as  provided  by  the 
following  section,  the  Board  of  Health  shall  take  such  im¬ 
mediate  action  as  it  may  deem  necessary  in  order  that  blind¬ 
ness  may  be  prevented. 

Whoever  violates  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  be 
punished  by  a  fine  of  not  more  than  one  hundred  dollars. 
But  the  Board  of  Health  of  a  city  or  town  may  in  its  dis¬ 
cretion,  disinfect  or  fumigate  all  such  premises  as  in  the 
opinion  of  the  Board  have  been  exposed  to  any  infectious 
or  contagious  disease  at  the  expense  of  the  city  or  town  and 
may  employ  any  proper  and  competent  person  or  corpora¬ 
tion  for  the  purpose  of  such  disinfecting  or  fumigating. 

Approved  March  22,  1910. 

We  have  paid  the  City  of  Boston  in  two  diphtheria  cases 
$32.86  and  $117.14.  Fumigating  and  disinfecting  twenty- 
five  houses  has  cost  $93.55.  Diphtheria,  scarlet  fever  and 
tuberculosis  have  been  more  prevalent  than  usual. 

A  patient  in  the  Fall  River  Hospital  makes  a  large  ex¬ 
pense,  at  present  she  cannot  be  moved.

Voted— That  the  Town  of  Dighton  accept  the  offer  of 
Mr.  Andrew  Carnegie  to  give  six  thousand  dollars  for  the 
erection  of  a  public  library  building  and  that  ihe  Town 
agrees  to  appropriate  ten  per  cent  of  this  amount  each  year 
for  support  of  said  library.  John  C.  Davis  Joseph  E.  Sears, 
Joseph  K.  Milliken,  Edward  Almy  and  Ira  P.  Briggs  were 
chosen  to  act  with  the  Trustees  of  Public  Library  as  a 
committee  on  location  of  proposed  Carnegie  Public  Library. 

Voted — To  accept  the  offer  of  a  drinking  fountain  to  be 
placed  at  the  end  of  Hart  Street  on  Pleasant  Street  as  of¬ 
fered  by  A.  H.  Hood,  Esq.,  of  Somerset,  Mass.  William 
P.  Eddy,  Ferdinand  Waldron  and  Joseph  E.  Sears  were 
appointed  a  committee  on  setting  fountains  and  supplying 
same  with  water.  The  Town  agreeing  to  supply  said  foun¬ 
tain  with  water  as  far  as  convenient  and  possible,  to  take 
charge  of  the  fountain  at  the  Dighton  railroad  station,  put 
in  a  suitable  foundation,  and  set  up  the  fountain. 

Voted — To  raise  and  appropriate  $1,200  for  fire  protection 
and  that  a  committee  of  three  be  appointed  by  the  Modera¬ 
tor  who  are  authorized  and  instructed  to  spend  a  sum  of 
money  not  to  exceed  $600  in  part  payment  for  the  mainte¬ 
nance  of  a  permanent  man  and  horse  at  No.  7  Hose  house, 
Taunton,  the  same  to  be  used  to  fight  fires  in  the  Town  of 
Dighton  when  needed,  provided  satisfactory  arrangements 
can  be  made  with  the  City  of  Taunton.  They  are  also  au¬ 
thorized  and  instructed  to  expend  a  sum  not  to  exceed  $600 
for  the  purchase  of  a  chemical  fire  engine  and  other  appa¬ 
ratus  the  same  to  be  turned  over  to  the  Dighton  Volunteer 
Fire  Company. 

This  committee  was  Robert  W.  Whitmarsh,  A.  Ellery 
Briggs  and  Clarence  C.  Andrews. 

Voted— That  Joseph  K.  Milliken,  George  M.  Chase  and 
George  E.  Hathaway  be  a  committee  of  three  to  employ 
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Luther  Dean  or  some  other  competent  engineer  to  ex¬ 
amine  Berkley  and  Dighton  Bridge  and  report  as  to  the 
strength  of  said  bridge  and  the  advisability  of  concreting 
the  same  wholly  or  in  part. 

Voted — The  compensation  for  labor  on  the  highway  be  as 
follows:  for  a  man,  $1.75  for  nine  hours’  work;  for  a  horse, 
12^4  cents  per  hour;  for  horse  and  cart,  15  cents  per  hour  or 
$1.50  for  ten  hours;  for  yoke  of  oxen  and  cart,  20  cents  per 
hour  or  $2.00  for  ten  hours ;  for  double  team  of  horses, 
$2.75  per  day  or  $1.25  for  each  horse;  for  shoveling  snow, 
20  cents  per  hour. 

Voted — That  the  Road  Commissioners  be  instructed  to 
repair  Main  Street  when  the  State  Highway  is  being  built 
on  Pleasant  Street  in  order  that  they  may  get  the  proper 
material  from  the  stone  crusher,  the  pay  for  same  to  be 
taken  from  regular  street  appropriation. 

Voted — The  Treasurer’s  salary  be  $140,  he  to  pay  for  his 
official  bond. 

Voted — The  collector’s  salary  be  one  per  cent,  of  the 
whole  commitment  for  collection,  plus  $40,  he  to  pay  for 
his  official  bond. 

Voted — That  for  the  purpose  of  procuring  a  temporary 
loan  to  and  for  the  use  of  the  Town  of  Dighton  in  anticipa¬ 
tion  of  the  taxes  of  the  present  municipal  year,  the  Town 
Treasurer  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  borrow  from 
time  to  time  with  the  approval  of  a  majority  of  the  Select¬ 
men,  a  sum  or  sums  not  exceeding  in  the  aggregate  eleven 
thousand  dollars,  and  to  execute  and  deliver  the  note  or 
notes  of  the  Town  therefor  payable  within  one  year  from 
the  time  the  loan  is  made,  and  any  debt  or  debts  incurred 
by  said  loan  or  loans  to  the  Town  under  this  note  shall  be 
paid  from  the  said  taxes  of  the  present  municipal  year. 
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Voted— The  Selectmen  be  authorized  to  act  for  the  Town 
as  its  agent  in  defending  any  suit,  employ  legal  counsel  and 
settle  claims  against  the  Town  that  in  their  opinion  is 
reasonable  and  just. 

Voted — The  Selectmen  be  authorized  to  waive  the  right 
of  the  Town  under  the  provisions  of  Section  io,  Chapter 
47,  of  the  Revised  Laws  relative  to  the  construction  of 
State  Highway  the  present  municipal  year. 

Voted — That  the  Selectmen  be  authorized  to  give  a  bond 
indemnifying  the  State  for  damage  caused  by  the  layout, 
change  of  grade,  and  taking  of  land  for  the  construction  of 
State  Highways  the  present  municipal  year. 

Voted — That  the  Town  Officers  furnish  bonds  from  a 
bond  company  satisfactory  to  the  Selectmen. 

Voted — That  the  Selectmen  be  authorized  to  appear  be¬ 
fore  any  legislative  committee  that  have  under  consideration 
the  certification  of  town  bonds  or  notes  and  object  to  their 
certification  by  any  bank,  banker  or  trust  company. 

Voted — To  accept  report  of  Town  Officers  as  printed. 

At  the  adjourned  Town  Meeting  it  was  voted  to  locate 
the  Carnegie  Public  Libarry  in  the  Village  of  South  Digh- 
ton  and  that  Joseph  K.  Milliken,  John  C.  Davis,  J.  Willis 
Andrews,  Josiah  S.  Place  and  Dwight  F.  Lane  be  a  com¬ 
mittee  of  five  to  locate  the  proposed  library  building  in  said 
South  Village,  said  location  to  be  provided  free  of  cost  to 
the  Town. 

Voted — To  accept  report  of  committee  on  Dighton  and 
Berkley  Bridge  and  postpone  further  action  until  the  next 
Annual  Town  Meeting. 

At  the  adjourned  Annual  Town  Meeting  held  May  7, 
1910 
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The  committee  on  location  of  the  Carnegie  Public  Lib- 
rarp  reported  that  the  Ingalls  lot  on  Main  Street  in  the 
South  Village  had  been  purchased  by  John  C.  Davvis  and 
J.  Willis  Andrews,  two  members  of  the  committee,  and  that 
money  enough  had  been  subscribed  by  citizens  of  the  Town 
and  others  interested  in  the  Town. 

Voted — That  the  Selectmen  be  authorized  and  directed 
to  accept  a  deed  of  same  as  soon  as  prepared,  provided  the 
said  lot,  is  deeded  to  the  Town  free  of  expense. 

Voted — That  the  report  of  committee  on  location  be  ac¬ 
cepted  and  adopted  and  that  Rev.  A.  J.  Rich,  J.  Willis  An¬ 
drews,  Dwight  F.  Lane,  Joseph  K.  Milliken,  Josiah  S.  Place 
and  John  C.  Davis  be  a  committee  to  have  charge  of  build¬ 
ing  the  Carnegie  Public  Library  and  represent  the  Town 
in  its  dealing  with  Mr.  Carnegie.

Voted — To  purchase  a  fire  extinguisher  and  pay  for  same 
from  the  amount  appropriated  for  fire  protection  at  North 
Dighton. 

At  a  meeting  held  July  2,  1910, 

Voted — To  accept  report  of  committee  on  obstruction  to 
Somerset  Avenue  and  that  J.  S.  Place,  A.  Ellery  Briggs 
and  W.  B.  Carey,  with  the  Road  Commissioners  be  a  com¬ 
mittee  to  remove  the  obstruction  and  if  they  find  the 
Town  is  liable  in  any  way  they  shall  cause  another  well 
to  be  dug,  half  on  Mr.  Lorenzo  D.  Haskins’  land  and  half  on 
Eugene  B.  Haskins,  said  well  to  be  dug  from  16  to  20  feet 
deep. 

At  a  Town  Meeting  held  on  July  22,  1910,

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Report  of  Special  Committee  on  Building 

Macadam  Road. 

- - 

M 

Your  committee  met  at  the  home  of  C.  S.  Chace  on  July 
26,  1910,  and  organized  by  the  choice  of  C.  S.  Chace  as  chair¬ 
man,  and  C.  C.  Andrews  as  Secretary.  It  was  voted  to  ask 
the  Massachusetts  Highway  Commission  to  advertise  for 
the  building  of  macadam  road  on  School  and  Pearl  streets, 
in  connection  with  their  advertising  for  the  state  highway  in 
the  South  Village.  At  a  meeting  held  August  15,  1910,  it 
was  voted  that  C.  S.  Chace,  J.  K.  Milliken  and  C.  C.  An¬ 
drews  be  chosen  as  a  sub-committee  to  represent  this  com¬ 
mittee  at  the  office  of  the  Massachusetts  Highway  Commission 
August  16,  1910,  to  receive  the  bids  for  building  the  macadam 
on  School  and  Pearl  streets,  said  sub-committee  to  have  all  the 
powers  of  the  special  committee  in  accepting  or  rejecting  any 
or  all  bids  and  the  signing  of  the  contracts. 

This  sub-committee  attended  this  meeting  and  only  one 
bid  wa/s  offered  for  the  work,  and  this  price  being  above  the 
Highway  Commission’s  estimate,  it  was  not  deemed  ad¬ 
visable  to  let  the  contract. 

An  appointment  was  made  for  the  following  day  with  Mr. 
J.  McCormick  of  East  Providence  and  after  looking  over  the 
ground  a  satisfactory  arrangement  was  made  with  him,  and 
the  contract  given  him  at  the  following  prices : — 

Excavations  of  all  description  except  ledge,  60  cents  per 
cubic  yard. 

Broken  stone  in  place,  rolled,  $1.70  per  ton. 
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Portland  cement  concrete  masonry  including  all  materia*, 
$10.00  per  cubic  yard. 

1 2-inch  vitrified  clay  pipe  including  excavation,  80  cents 
per  linear  foot. 

8-inch  vitrified  clay  pipe,  60  cents  per  linear  foot. 

8-inch  iron  water  pipe,  $1.25  per  linear  foot. 

Catch  basins  including  frames  and  grates,  $35.00  each. 

These  prices  were  within  the  Highway  Commission's  es¬ 
timates  and  we  accordingly  agreed  with  him  to  do  the  work. 
The  work  was  begun  promptly  and  carried  on  with  despatch 
and  we  feel  that  the  town  received  full  value  for  every  dol¬ 
lar  expended. 

In  the  Highway  Commission’s  original  plans,  the  change 
of  grade  at  the  foot  of  School  street  was  taken  care  of  by  a 
concrete  wall.  Through  the  cou  tesy  of  the  abutting  owners 
your  committee  was  allowed  to  terrace  the  banks  on  either 
side,  which  we  think  added  to  the  general  improvement  of 
the  street  at  this  place.

,  The  number  of  linear  feet  of  15x4  macadam  built  was 
3700  making  the  cost  per  ft.  $1.18. 

Your  committee  wish  to  thank  Mr.  G.  E.  Hathaway,  Road 
Commissioner,  for  the  north  part  of  the  town  for  his  hearty 
co-operation  in  this  work,  and  assistance  in  building  the 
sidewalks  on  School  and  Pearl  streets.  Also  to  the  Mount 
Hope  Finishing  Co.,  for  grading  the  banks  at  the  foot  of 
School  street,  also  the  School  House  lot. 

In  conversation  with  members  of  the  Highway  Commis¬ 
sion  mention  was  made  by  them  of  the  “Oil  Bound  Gravel 
Roads”  they  were  building  in  different  parts  of  the  state. 
Your  committee  think  that  this  type  of  road  construction  is 
well  suited  to  many  of  the  less  traveled  roads  in  our  town. 
Your  committee  believes  that  the  Town  of  Dighton’s  ex¬ 
penditure  on  roads  in  years  to  come  will  be  along  the  line  of 
permanent  construction  rather  than  temporary  repairs.  As 
the  appropriation  would  not  admit  of  constructing  macadam 
road  through  the  continuation  of  School  street,  to  Spring 
it  was  decided  to  construct  his  section  of  oil  bound  gravel 
and  an  arrangement  was  made  with  the  Commission  to 
have,  sufficient  oil  for  this  purpose  from  two  carloads  they 
were  receiving  at  the  Mount  Hope  siding.  This  section  was 
surveyed  and  graded  in  the  same  manner  as  for  macadam 
construction,  a  I5’x6”  gravel  road  was  built  and  bound  with 
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oil,  under  the  direction  of  the  Highway  Commission’s  Engi¬ 
neer,  and  we  await  with  considerable  interest  the  result  of 
this  experiment.  The  opportunity  to  get  the  oil  at  a  low 
figure,  and  to  secure  the  services  of  expert  men  to  apply  the 
same  at  a  minimum  cost,  together  with  the  fact  that  a  steam 
roller  was  available  made  this  seem  a  most  opportune  time 
to  make  a  trial  of  this  type  of  road.  We  find  the  cost  to  be 
as  follows :

An  equivalent  of  900  linear  feet  of  15x6  road  was 
constructed,  making  the  cost  78c.  per  foot.

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Volunteer  Fire  Department  Report. 


I  herewith  submit  a  report  of  the  expenditure  of  the 
money  appropriated  at  the  last  Annual  Town  Meeting  for  fire 
protection  in  the  south  part,  namely  $600.00  for  the  past 
year,  also  the  doings  of  the  D.  V.  F.  Co. 

The  committee  to  purchase  fire  apparatus  has  been  as¬ 
sisted  in  every  way  to  obtain  the  lowest  wholesale  price  on 
every  article  bought  and  I  wish  to  thank  D.  D.  Andrews, 
R.  G.  Romero  and  all  others  who  have  helped  in  this  man¬ 
ner.  The  property  of  the  Town  in  the  custody  of  the  D. 
V.  F.  Co.  at  the  present  time  consists  of  1  double  cylinder 
chemical  engine,  150  ft.  best  chemical  hose,  1  iron  bar,  3 
fine  axes,  12  galvanized  iron  pails,  26  badges,  1  35  ft.  exten¬ 
sion  ladder,  1  30-ft.  extension  ladder,  2  20-ft.  roof  ladders, 
1  16-ft.  roof  ladder,  3  ladder  hooks,  12  extra  acid  holders,  1 
barrel  bicarbonate  of  soda,  1  carboy  acid,  2  hand  chemical 
fire  extinguishers,  5  lanterns. 

The  first  of  April,  1910,  the  D.  V.  F.  Co.  was  formed  and 
at  the  present  time  has  a  membership  of  24  active  and  30 
honorary  members.  The  company  hired  the  building  for¬ 
merly  occupied  by  D.  D.  Andrews,  as  a  store  at  a  very  low 
rate.  Have  had  it  piped  and  supplied  with  gas.  Besides 
renting,  lighting  and  heating,  the  company  has  expended 
about  $150.00  in  making  the  necessary  alterations  and  re¬ 
pairs,  and  at  the  present  time  the  Town  property  is  well 
housed  and  cared  for. 

In  May  the  company  was  called  to  the  north  part  of  the 
Town  to  fight  a  forest  fire  that  had  burned  over  40  hours 
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and  was  at  that  time  one  and  one-half  miles  in  length.  Five 
members  of  the  company  with  hand  chemicals  extinguished 
the  same  in  two  hours.  On  Oct.  15th,  during  a  severe  thun¬ 
der  storm  the  barn  of  A.  W.  Turner  was  struck  by  light¬ 
ning,  owing  to  the  telephone  being  out  of  commission.  The 
company  did  not  know  of  the  fire  until  it  was  seen  from  the 
village.  An  alarm  was  immediately  sounded  and  in  twelve 
minutes  the  company  had  all  the  apparatus  at  the  fire,  over 
a  mile  of  road  nearly  impassable  with  mud,  by  this  time  the 
barn  was  past  saving,  so  the  energies  of  the  company  was 
directed  to  saving  the  other  buildings.  Two  men  with 
hand  chemicals  were  left  to  watch  the  fire  the  balance  of  the 
night.  On  Oct.  29  an  overheated  boiler  caused  a  chimney 
fire  at  the  green  house  of  C.  S.  Chace.  The  company  re¬ 
sponded  to  the  alarm  and  after  taking  proper  steps  to  cool 
the  boiler  so  that  no  further  damage  would  be  done,  two 
men  were  left  to  watch  until  the  return  of  Mr.  Chace.  Sev¬ 
eral  chimney  fires  and  brush  fires  have  been  extinguished 
before  they  reached  dangerous  proportions. 

The  people  of  this  vicinity  have  shown  their  appreciation 
of  the  company  by  giving  us  their  support  and  help  in  every 
possible  way,  for  which  I  wish  to  thank  them  in  behalf  of 
the  company.

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Report  of  Forest  Warden. 

- - 

Since  the  present  Forest  Laws  have  been  in  force  there 
have  been  very  few  fires  in  town,  and  we  feel  that  if  they 
had  been  enacted  several  years  sooner,  thousands  of  dollars 
worth  of  woodland  property  could  have  been  saved.  With 
the  exception  of  the  very  unfortunate  fire  on  the  Mary 
Green  property  last  May,  comparatively  little  damage  has 
been  done  for  the  past  three  years.  All  the  fires  in  that 
tim'e  have  been  in  the  north  part  of  the  town. 

The  fire  just  referred  to  burned  over  about  300  acres 
causing  a  loss  of  at  least  $700.  The  cost  of  extinguishing 
was  about  $18.  A  fire  May  20  on  the  George  Townsend 
farm  burned  over  about  75  acres  with  an  estimated  loss  of 
$150,  entailing  an  expense  for  stopping  of  $12.50. 

Another  fire  was  reported  in  the  northwest  part  of  the 
town  with  a  cost  of  stopping  of  $7.60. 

The  department  has  had  cards  printed  and  distributed 
giving  the  citizens  information  that  should  reduce  fire  dam¬ 
age  to  the  minimum.  The  state  has  co-operated  with  the 
town  in  advising,  and  paying  one-half  the  expense  of  eight 
chemical  extinguishers  with  extra  charges  and  water  cans, 
which  have  been  located  at  such  points  as  shall  be  of  easy 
access  in  case  of  fire  either  in  woods  or  buildings.  If  every 
one  who  sees  or  knows  of  a  fire  will  do  their  duty  promptly, 
there  need  be  very  little  damage  from  fire. 

For  the  sake  of  preserving  our  water  supply  as  well  as 
convenient  firewood  and  lumber,  we  need  to  protect  our 
wooded  tracts.

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Superintendent’s  Report. 


To  the  School  Committee  of  Dighton : 

I  am  presenting  at  this  time  my  third  annual  report  as  Su¬ 
perintendent  of  Schools,  together  with  tables  of  attendance, 
statistics,  etc.,  containing  information  of  value  in  regard  to 

each  school. 

The  year  just  passed  has  been  one  of  substantial  progress. 
We  are  working  under  better  conditions  than  ever  before.  Our 
school  buildings  are  in  a  better  state  of  repair,  our  teachers  are 
better  trained  and  more  permanent,  better  material  is  being 
supplied  with  which  to  work,  and  there  seems  to  be  more  of 
the  spirit  of  co-operation  between  the  home  and  the  school. 

There  are  some  desirable  things,  however,  which  can  be  ac¬ 
complished  by  united  effort,  and  it  is  my  purpose  in  this  report 
to  make  some  recommendations  along  lines  which  I  believe  to 
be  for  the  good  of  the  school  system  as  a  whole. 

Enrollment. 

t 

The  total  membership  for  the  year  ending  June,  1908,  was 
383;  June,  1909,  399;  and  June,  1910,  395.  This  is  a  little  less 
than  last  year,  but  the  North  and  South  Primary  and  the  South 
Intermediate  rooms  are  overcrowded  and  something  should  be 
done  to  better  conditions  in  these  rooms. 

*  V 

Attendance  and  Tardiness. 

The  percentage  of  attendance  for  the  year  ending  June, 
1908  was  91.2;  June,  1909,  93.3;  and  June,  1910,  91.5.  There 
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are  still  a  few  cases  where  parents  take  advantage  of  every 
opportunity  to  evade  the  attendance  laws  and  although  their 
own  children  are  the  ones  who  are  deprived  of  the  full  benefit 
of  the  schools,  it  is  our  duty  to  compel  attendance  except  where 
there  is  a  legal  excuse. 

The  average  number  of  tardinesses  in  1908  was  3.8;  1909, 
2.6;  and  in  1910,  3.8. 

We  have  been  unfortunate  in  having  several  cases  of  scarlet 
fever  among  school  pupils  during  the  year  covered  by  these 
statistics  and  it  has  affected  these  figures  but,  notwithstanding 
this,  the  records  are  good  both  in  attendance  and  punctuality. 

Age  and  Schooling  Certificates. 

During  the  year  ten  age  and  schooling  certificates  have  been 
issued  to  children  between  fourteen  and  sixteen  years  of  age. 

The  legislature  of  1910  amended  the  law  relating  to  certifi¬ 
cates  so  that  it  is  now  necessary  to  show  by  physician’s  certifi¬ 
cate  or  otherwise  that  the  child  is  in  sufficiently  sound  health 
and  physically  able  to  perform  the  work  he  or  she  intends  to  do. 

Certificates  can  be  granted  only  under  the  following  condi¬ 
tions  : 

1.  The  child  must  have  reached  his  fourteenth  birthday  and 
be  able  to  read  and  write  sufficiently  well  to  take  up  the  work 
of  the  fourth  grade. 

2.  An  employment  ticket  must  be  presented  properly  filled 
out  by  the  person  or  firm  intending  to  employ  the  child. 

Blanks  will  be  furnished  by  the  superintendent  of  schools. 

3.  A  certificate  from  some  physician  must  be  presented  of 
the  nature  above  stated.  Blanks  will  be  furnished  by  the  su¬ 
perintendent  of  schools. 

4.  A  certificate  showing  the  child  to  be  fourteen  must  be 
secured  from  the  records  of  the  city  or  town  in  which  he  was 
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born,  or  from  the  records  of  the  church  in  which  he  was  bap¬ 
tised. 

5.  The  child  and  the  parent  or  guardian  both  must  appear 
before  the  one  granting  the  certificate,  the  child  to  be  ex¬ 
amined  and  measured  and  the  parent  or  guardian  to  take  oath 
to  the  facts  stated  in  the  certificate. 

Health  of  School  Children. 

In  accordance  with  statute  and  instructions  issued  by  the 
State  Board  of  Education,  the  yearly  examination  of  school 
pupils  has  been  made  by  Dr.  Joseph  B.  Sayles,  school  physi¬ 
cian.  The  following  is  his  report : 

Report  of  School  Physician. 

The  general  condition  of  the  pupils,  from  a  physical  stand¬ 
point,  also  as  to  cleanliness,  shows  a  vast  improvement  over 
the  preceding  years.  Loathsome  skin  diseases  and  vermin 
have  pretty  much  been  exterminated  and  the  parents  of  all 
pupils  suffering  from  any  abnormality  have  been  notified  in 
accordance  with  the  school  laws  now  in  force.

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Repairs  and  Improvements. 

During  the  year  each  building  has  been  overhauled  and  re¬ 
pairs  made  wherever  needed.  Upon  investigation  it  was  found 
necessary  to  shingle  the  North  Dighton  building  at  a  consider¬ 
able  expense. 

I  am  very  glad  to  say  that  we  have  new  seats  and  desks  at 
the  Broad  Cove,  Brick,  Flat  Rock,  Fish  and  Williams  schools. 
These  desks  are  modern,  adjustable  ones  of  the  most  approved 
pattern.  Each  pupil  will  be  measured  and  his  seat  and  desk 
set  at  the  proper  height.  The  obsolete  desk  with  pupils  sitting 
in  cramped  positions  and  others  with  their  feet  not  touching 
the  floor,  is  a  thing  of  the  past  in  the  above  mentioned  schools. 
I  am  sure  that  the  new  furniture  will  prove  an  inspiration  to 
both  pupils  and  teachers. 

The  Correct  School  -Age. 

Much  has  been  said  and  written  in  regard  to  the  proper  age 
to  enter  school,  the  number  of  hours  per  day  the  pupil  should 
be  in  school,  and  the  proper  number  of  years  in  the  elementary 
school  course.  Many  towns  and  cities  have  raised  the  entrance 
age  from  five  to  six  years  which  is  generally  accepted  as  a 
wise  regulation. 

Prof.  John  Tyler  has  given  the  following  answer  to  the 
question :  At  what  age  shall  I  first  send  my  child  to  school  ? 

“It  depends.  The  natural  school  is  the  home.  Growth  is 
the  first  business  of  the  child,  and  in  the  home  he  ought  to  grow 
best.  He  ought  to  live  in  an  atmosphere  of  hopefulness, 
cheer,  courage,  kindliness,  courtesy  and  refinement.  He  must 
absorb  these  until  they  become  a  part  of  him.  And  only  the 

mother  herself  can  furnish  these. 
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The  school  is  a  human,  artificial  device  to  make  good  the 
deficiencies  of  home  and  surroundings.  When  every  child  was 
brought  up  in  a  large  family  on  an  old-fashioned  farm  the  sole 
responsibility  of  the  school  was  text-book  learning.  The  home 
furnished  nature  study,  physical  and  manual  training,  morals 
and  religion.  Open  air  and  the  spur  of  necessity  did  the  rest. 

If  people  lived  under  such  conditions  to-day  the  child,  until 
he  were  ten  or  eleven  years  old,  would  be  better  off  at  home. 
If  the  child  lives  in  a  city  flat  or  in  a  house  with  a  yard  as  big 
as  a  pocket  handkerchief,  with  an  irritable  father,  a  tired,  ner¬ 
vous  mother,  and  an  army  of  nurses  and  governesses  to  vex  and 
worry  him,  the  sooner  he  is  sent  to  kindergarten  the  better.  He 
cannot  possibly  ‘grow  and  wax  strong'  and  develop  a  steady, 
strong  nervous  system  under  such  home  surroundings. 

“If  the  system  of  training  in  the  lower  grades  of  our  schools 
were  so  planned  that  they  would  furnish  plenty  of  time  for  play 
in  the  open  air,  and  thus  promoted  a  healthy  growth  and  devel¬ 
opment,  the  average  child  would  be  better  off  at  school  than  at 
home  after  he  is  seven  years  of  age.  But,  unfortunately,  the 
lower  grades  in  most  of  our  schools  hinder  growth  rather  than 

promote  it. 

“Between  a  home  whose  educational  efficiency  has  been  ham¬ 
pered  or  crippled  by  modern  civilization  and  culture  and  the 
school  which  will  make  of  the  child  a  disembodied  spirit  and 
altogether  neglect  his  physical  well  being  throughout  the  lower 
grades,  the  children  of  the  rising  generation  are  badly  situated. 

“Much  depends  on  the  individual  child  as  well  as  the  school 
and  home.  The  ‘only’  child  will  be  better  off  at  school  than  at 
home,  even  in  early  childhood.  He  must  learn  in  childhood  to 
live  comfortably  with  his  mates  and  to  form  friendships,  for 
this  art  will  soon  become  impossible  for  him. 

“The  nervous  child  will  be  better  off  at  home  until  nine  or 
ten  years  old  if  the  home  conditions  favor  growth  and  develop- 
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ment  of  steady  nerves.  Otherwise,  he  had  probably  better  go 
to  school.  The  best  place  for  him  would  be  a  New  England  hill 
farm,  with  wise  and  cheery  grandparents. 

“The  conclusion  of  the  whole  matter  seems  to  be  that  the 
chief  business  of  the  child  is  to  grow.  The  center  of  education 
is  in  his  muscles  and  not  his  brain.  Pulmonary  and  digestive 
capacity  is  far  more  important  than  mental  capacity. 

Whether  a  child  should  be  sent  to  school  or  remain  at  home 
depends,  then,  upon  whether  his  home  or  the  school  can  best 
promote  these  inestimable  virtues. ” 

Your  Committee  has  passed  the  following  regulation  in  re¬ 
gard  to  new  pupils : 

“No  child  under  seven  years  of  age,  who  has  not  previously 
attended  school  and  is  prepared  to  enter  some  class  already 
formed,  shall  be  allowed  to  enter  school  except  during  the 
first  two  weeks  of  the  fall  term,  except  on  written  permission 
of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools.” 

By  this  regulation  new  beginners  are  allowed  to  enter 
school  only  during  the  first  two  weeks  in  the  fall  term.  This 
saves  the  school  from  being  constantly  interrupted  during 
the  year  by  the  formation  of  new  classes  and  will  prove  a  bene¬ 
fit  both  to  those  who  are  in  school  and  to  those  whom  it  keeps 
out  until  they  have  a  better  opportunity  to  develop  physically. 

School  Accommodations. 

% 

In  last  year's  report,  we  find  the  following  statement:  “Some 
of  the  schools  are  overcrowded  while  others  are  small,  the 
tendency  being  toward  the  central  schools,  and  a  readjustment 
of  school  accommodations  in  the  southern  part  of  the  town 
seems  advisable.”  I  can  only  repeat  this  recommendation. 

The  South  Dighton  school  should  be  enlarged  by  the  addi¬ 
tion  of  another  room  and  the  Flat  Rock  school  consolidated 
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with  it  in  accordance  with  the  petition  of  the  parents.  When 
this  is  done,  each  teacher  will  have  two  instead  of  three  grades 
and  the  efficiency  of  the  work  materially  increased.  Some 
action  must  be  taken  in  the  near  future  and  the  sooner  it  is 
taken,  the  sooner  the  pupils  will  receive  the  benefits. 

Consolidation  of  Schools. 

When  we  ask  for  the  one  thing  most  needed  for  educational 
advancement  in  the  town,  we  must  answer  consolidation  of 
schools.  Wffiile  this  is  a  matter  which  will  probably  never  be 
forced  upon  the  people  of  any  community  by  the  School  Com¬ 
mittee,  it  is  bound  to  come  here  as  it  has  come  elsewhere 
through  the  demand  of  the  people  for  better  educational  op¬ 
portunities  for  their  children. 

The  same  force  which  has  discarded  the  stage  coach  for  the 
electric  car  and  the  tallow  candle  for  the  electric  light  will 
create  a  sentiment  in  its  favor. 

According  to  the  state  report,  the  amount  expended  for  con¬ 
veyance  of  pupils  for  the  school  year  1888-1889,  was  $22,- 
118.38;  ten  years  later,  in  1898-1899,  it  was  $127,409.22;  in 
the  last  report,  1909-1910,  it  was  $310,422.15.  I  am  quoting 
these  figures  because  they  seem  to  show  the  general  attitude 
toward  consolidation  in  the  Commonwealth. 

So  much  has  been  said  in  the  past  and  is  being  said  at  the 
present  time  for  and  against  the  consolidation  of  schools  that 
it  might  be  well  to  mention  some  of  the  arguments  pro  and  con. 

Advantages. 

1.  It  permits  each  teacher  to  have  fewer  grades  and  con¬ 
sequently  fewer  classes  and  more  time  for  each  recitation. 

2.  It  inspires  pupils  to  do  better  work  on  account  of  the 
friendly  competition  existing  in  larger  classes. 
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3.  There  is  a  greater  interest  and  pride  in  the  schools  on 
the  part  of  parents  and  pupils,  and  the  boys  and  girls  are  not 
so  anxious  to  leave  school  at  the  earliest  possible  moment. 

4.  It  results  in  better  attendance,  better  teachers,  better 
buildings,  better  appliances. 

5.  It  affords  protection  to  young  children  who  would  other¬ 
wise  be  obliged  to  walk  some  distance  to  school. 

Disadvantages. 

1.  Long  rides  in  bad  weather. 

2.  More  hours  away  from  home  and  eating  cold  lunches  at 
school. 

3.  Difficulty  in  securing  proper  person  to  carry  children. 

4.  Decrease  in  value  of  property  in  the  neighborhood  of  a 
closed  school. 

Unless  children  can  be  carried  in  a  proper  conveyance,  cov¬ 
ered  and  protected  from  the  weather  and  the  team  driven  by 
a  competent  person,  consolidation  should  not  be  undertaken. 
In  order  that  they  might  have  the  proper  kind  of  conveyance, 
some  towns  have  purchased  their  own  wagons.  When  any 
number  of  children  remain  at  school  during  the  noon  hour  at 
least  one  teacher  should  be  on  duty  during  that  period.  The 
argument  as  to  the  decrease  in  value  of  property  is  of  doubtful 
merit.  It  will  depend  upon  the  attitude  of  a  prospective  pur¬ 
chaser  toward  consolidation  of  schools  and  his  attitude  will 
probably  depend  to  some  extent  upon  the  ages  of  his  children. 
It  will  depend  upon  whether  he  prefers  to  have  his  children 
ride  some  distance  to  a  graded  school  or  walk  unprotected  to 
the  nearest  rural  school.  So  much  depends  upon  the  circum¬ 
stances  connected  with  each  locality  where  consolidation  has 
been  accomplished,  that  conclusions  must  not  be  hastily  reached. 
The  opinions  of  those  most  familiar  with  the  subject  are  that 
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there  is  no  decrease  in  property  valuation.  The  customary 
experience  where  consolidation  has  been  attempted  seems  to 
be  to  meet  with  resistance  at  first  but  the  people  who  are  bit¬ 
terly  opposed  at  the  start  are  unwilling  after  a  fair  trial  to  re¬ 
turn  to  the  old  way. 

It  is  an  important  subject  and  one  concerning  which  we 
should  not  be  hasty  in  forming  conclusions.  However,  it  can 
never  be  successfully  accomplished  and  should  never  be  un¬ 
dertaken  except  with  the  co-operation  of  the  majority  of  the 
parents  interested.

Library. 

An  immense  amount  of  good  is  being  done  by  the  library 
trustees  by  carrying  out  the  plan  of  placing  a  box  of  library 
books  in  each  school  in  town  and  exchanging  it  for  another 
when  pupils,  patents,  and  others  have  had  an  opportunity  to 
read  what  they  desired. 
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Although  this  plan  may  be  more  fully  explained  by  the  lib¬ 
rary  trustees  under  whose  direction  it  is  carried  out,  it  is  so 
closely  related  to  school  work  that  I  take  the  liberty  of  saying 
that  it  has  not  only  made  the  library  more  accessible  to  the 
people,  but  I  believe  that  its  influence  upon  the  lives  of  the  boys 
and  girls  is  farther  reaching  than  any  of  us  imagine.  They 
appreciate  the  opportunity  as  a  reference  to  the  library  report 
will  show. 

The  following  letter  has  been  selected  from  several  received 
from  different  teachers  in  the  town : 

“The  present  plan  of  distributing  library  books  among  the 
schools,  is,  I  think  an  excellent  one,  and  I  hope  that  it  will  be 
continued  after  the  new  library  is  completed. 

It  means  that  the  boys  and  girls  will  read  a  better  class  of 
books  than  it  would  otherwise  be  possible  for  them  to  read. 
It  will  help  them  to  take  for  their  ideals  or  heroes  higher 
and  better  types  than  those  found  in  the  “Wild  West  Series,” 
which  I  find  so  prevalent  among  the  older  boys. 

Most  boys  want  something  to  read  and  when  nothing  is 
furnished  by  the  school  or  town,  having  read  all  of  the  home 
books,  they  will  resort  to  this  cheaper  series.  I  find  in  almost 
all  cases  it  is  only  when  they  cannot  get  the  better  books  that 
they  read  the  poorer  ones.  The  only  way  to  prevent  their 
reading  undesirable  books  is  to  provide  them  with  something 
better,  which  the  distributing  library  does. 

I  suggest  that  the  books  for  my  room  have  more  stories  of 
men  who  did  and  became  something  worth  while;  stories  of 
men  who  are  noted  for  their  construction  and  service  rather 
than  their  destruction  and  selfishness. 

2.  That  the  books  be  changed  as  often  as  possible. 

3.  That  stories  of  animals,  and  modern  inventions,  per¬ 
haps  technical  magazines  be  added.”

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Teachers. 

During  the  past  year  there  have  been  five  changes  in  the 
teaching  force,  more  than  there  should  have  been ;  but  it  seemed 
impossible  to  prevent  it.  All  of  our  teachers  come  to  us  with 
a  normal  training  or  its  equivalent  and  the  work  they  are  doing 
compares  favorably  with  the  work  in  places  much  larger  than 
our  town.  We  have  been  able  to  make  arrangements  with 
the  Bridgewater  Normal  School,  so  that  two  members  of  the 
graduating  class  are  sent  here,  one  to  the  North  Primary  and 
one  to  the  South  Primary  School  for  their  training.  These 
students  act  as  assistants  to  our  teachers  and  the  town  pays 
the  car  fare  only.  As  the  number  registered  in  each  of  these 
rooms  is  too  large  to  reasonably  expect  one  teacher  to  do  good 
work  with,  the  arrangement  is  of  material  advantage  to  the 
town,  at  a  very  small  expense.  In  the  last  report  of  the  State 
Board  of  Education,  we  find  the  following  in  regard  to  the  size 
of  schools : 

“One  improvement  of  school  conditions,  which  all  interested 
in  the  welfare  of  the  schools  are  trying  to  effect,  is  the  les¬ 
sening  of  the  number  of  pupils  to  a  teacher.  This,  in  spite 
of  the  difficulties  in  the  way,  is  being  slowly  accomplished. 
Schools  of  over  50  pupils,  once  so  common  in  city  schools, 
are  now  rare  to  find  outside  of  the  large  cities ;  and  even  in 
the  larger  cities  there  has  been  a  great  change  for  the  better. 

In  statistics  recently  published  of  the  number  of  pupils  per 
teacher  in  23  cities,  it  is  shown  that  in  14  cities  the  average 
membership  was  less  than  35,  and  that  the  highest  average 
reported  was  but  40.8. 

The  returns  for  the  State  at  large  show  that,  while  the 
increase  in  the  average  membership  of  the  schools  in  the  past 
twenty-five  years  is  70  per  cent.,  the  increase  in  the  number 
of  teachers  is  83  per  cent.,  and  this  in  spite  of  the  fact  that 
many  of  the  rural  schools  have  been  consolidated. 
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It  is  hoped  that  ere  many  years  it  will  be  forbidden  by  law 
for  any  teacher  to  have  more  than  30  pupils.” 

Recommendations. 

% 

For  your  consideration  I  will  make  the  following  recom¬ 
mendations  : 

1.  The  gradual  consolidation  of  schools  as  fast  as  the  sen¬ 
timent  of  the  parents  will  allow. 

2.  The  increase  of  teachers’  salaries  to  a  minimum  of  four 
hundred  dollars. 

3.  The  gradual  revision  of  the  course  of  study  along  more 
practical  lines. 


Evening  School. 

At  the  December  meeting  of  the  School  Committee,  a  peti¬ 
tion  was  received  signed  by  about  twenty-six  young  men  ask¬ 
ing  the  Committee  to  establish  an  evening  school,  and  the 
Committee  by  formal  vote  went  on  record  as  favorable  to  the 

plan. 

The  following  is  the  statute  in  regard  to  evening  schools : 

Any  town  may,  and  every  city  or  town  of  ten  thousand  or 
more  inhabitants  shall,  maintain  annually  evening  schools  for 
the  instruction  of  persons  over  fourteen  years  of  age  in  orth¬ 
ography,  reading,  writing,  the  English  language  and  gram¬ 
mar,  geography,  arithmetic,  industrial  drawing,  both  free  hand 
and  mechanical,  the  history  of  the  United  States,  physiology 
and  hygiene,  and  good  behavior.  Such  other  subjects  may 
be  taught  in  such  schools  as  the  school  committee  consider 
expedient. 

There  seemed  to  be  considerable  doubt  as  to  the  power  of  a 
school  committee  to  establish  an  evening  school  in  towns  of 
less  than  ten  thousand  inhabitants  without  a  vote  of  the  town. 
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The  matter  was  accordingly  referred  to  a  town  meeting  with 
the  result  that  action  was  postponed  to  the  next  annual  meet¬ 
ing  in  March. 

Teachers'  Meetings. 

The  usual  number  of  teachers’  meetings  have  been  held 
with  a  discussion  and  study  of  subjects  of  school  adminis¬ 
tration.  Instead  of  the  usual  district  meeting  in  February, 
a  state  teachers’  institute  was  held  in  Dighton  for  the  towns 
of  Berkley,  Dighton,  Rehoboth,  Seekonk,  Somerset,  Swansea, 
Freetown,  Dartmouth  and  Westport.  About  one  hundred 
seventy  teachers  were  present  and  listened  to  an  interesting 
program  which  was  of  great  assistance  to  the  teachers.  A 
copy  will  be  found  in  this  report. 

Conclusion. 

For  the  spirit  of  harmony  which  has  prevailed,  for  the  co¬ 
operation  of  teachers,  and  for  the  great  interest  in  the  public 
schools  by  parents  and  citizens,  I  wish  to  express  my  appre¬ 
ciation  and  satisfaction.

Mr.  John  C.  Davis ,  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

It  gives  me  pleasure  to  submit  my  fourth  annual  report  of 
the  work  in  drawing  in  the  public  schools  of  Dighton. 

The  course  of  study  continues  the  same  this  year  as  last 
!  with  few  changes.  Possibly  more  emphasis  has  been  placed 

upon  mechanical  drawing,  greater  exactness  and  accuracy  be¬ 
ing  demanded,  and  the  results  are  better  in  this  respect  than 
heretofore,  especially  in  the  intermediate  grades. 

Improvement  is  evident  in  the  color  work  which  shows 
greater  freedom  and  more  harmony  and  refinement  of  color. 

The  constructive  problems  this  year  in  the  middle  grades 
were  blotter  pads  of  cardboard  and  paper,  and  waste  baskets 
of  reeds  which  will  be  of  regulation  size  for  use  in  the  home 
or  school,  also  book  covers  for  language  work  of  oak-tag  and 
paper,  which  will  be  decorated  later.  The  grammar  grade 
problem  is  a  flexible  notebook  cover  made  of  cardboard  and 
vellum  for  holding  compositions  on  history,  geography  or  other 
language  work. 

I  If  some  time  could  be  allowed  for  constructive  work  each 

!  week  all  through  the  year  much  more  could  be  done  and  more 

satisfactory  results  obtained.  In  the  last  report  of  the  Mas¬ 
sachusetts  Board  of  Education  is  an  outline  for  a  course  in 
Maunal  Arts  for  the  first  nine  grades,  prepared  by  Mr.  Fred¬ 
eric  L.  Burnham,  Agent  for  Promotion  of  Manual  Arts.  In 
this  outline  much  more  time  is  demanded  for  constructive  work, 
or  work  which  will  train  the  hand  as  well  as  the  eye  and  de¬ 
velop  the  brain  and  thinking  power  of  the  children. 
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The  children  are  very  much  interested  in  constructive  prob¬ 
lems,  being  eager  to  work  upon  them  in  all  their  spare  mo¬ 
ments. 

x4n  exhibition  of  the  work  in  drawing  was  held  in  the  South 
Dighton  School  last  February,  at  the  Teachers’  Institute.  The 
lower  grades  especially  showed  much  improvement. 

I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the  interest,  enthusi¬ 
asm  and  faithful  work  of  the  teachers  and  thank  the  Super¬ 
intendent  and  the  School  Board  for  their  interest  and  gener¬ 
osity  in  supplying  materials.

The  work  under  the  present  system  has  shown  rapid  ad¬ 
vancement  in  all  the  grades.  / 

By  means  of  the  books  introduced  last  year,  the  pupils  are 
becoming  acquainted  with  and  learning  to  appreciate  music  of 

a  high  standard. 

It  is  my  belief  that  the  place  of  music  in  the  schools  is  not 

as  a  special  study,  but  as  a  foundation  study.  Its  purpose  is 
not  merely  for  recreation  and  entertainment  but  to  be  a  strong 
influence  in  character  building. 

Music,  when  taught  as  it  should  be,  requires  the  exercise  of 
more  mental  faculties  than  any  other  subject  in  the  school 
curriculum. 

The  sight  singing  demands  a  thorough  knowledge  of  the 
technicalities  as  expressed  in  staff  notation,  the  power  of  con¬ 
centration  to  be  able  to  sing  with  accuracy,  the  ability  to  make 
rapid  decisions  and  a  perfectly  controlled  will  power. 

During  the  past  term  the  standing  of  each  pupil,  in  music, 
has  been  recorded  upon  the  report  cards. 

By  means  of  written  examinations  and  individual  sight  sing¬ 
ing,  the  teachers  are  able  to  mark  with  definiteness. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  Superintendent  and  the  Committee  for 
their  interest,  helpfulness  and  kindly  appreciation  shown  in  the 
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work.  I  also  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the  hearty 
co-operation  and  the  earnest,  faithful  work  of  the  teachers.
